4123  STUDENTS  ATTENDED  1946  SUMMER  SESSIONS 


Thirty-five  states  and  five  coun- 
tries were  represented  in  the  enrollment 
at  the  1946  Summer  Sessions,  figures  re- 
leased today  revealed. 

The  registration  totalled  4123  stu- 
dents,, 2852  men  and  1271  women.   Veterans 
attending  the  sessions  under  the  G.I. 
Bill  of  Rights,  numbered  2129. 

A  tabulation  by  sessions  showed  223 
registered  for  the  Inter-Session;  3743 
for1 the  Main  and  Twelve  Weeks  Sessions;

A  survey  of  the  400  undergraduates 
named  to  the  Dean's  List  revealed  that 
9.12  per  cent ; of  the  veterans  as  nompared 
to, 8.19  per  cent  of  non-veterans,  and 
9.06  per*  cent  of  the  student  body,  were 
on  the  Dean's  List..

The  College  Examiner  is  not  to  admit 
a  stud-ent  from  another  College  win 
had'  been  dropped  by  The  Pennsylvania 
State  College  for  poor  scholarship  or 
for  any  other  "cause  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Dean  of  the  School  in 
which  the  student  wishes  to  enter. 

After  a  brief  discussion,  the  amend- 
ment to  rule  56  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Owens  then  moved  that f graduat ing 
seniors  be  held  for  final  examinations 
beginning  with  the  current  semester. 
President  Hetzel  ruled  that  this  motion 
must;  lie  on  the  table  to  be  considered  ,a.t 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Senate. 


Mr.  Morse  then  raised  the  question  as 
to  whether  rule  52  of  the  Regulations  for 
Undergraduate  Students,  edition  1946-47 
applied  to  students  attending  the 
Summer  Session.   Mr.  Hoffman  pointed  out 
that  the  rule  had  been  interpreted  that 
students  who  failed  exactly  50$  of  their 
work  "in  that  they  had  actually  passed 
one-half  of  their  work"  were  not  subject 
to  the  rule  and  that  such  argument  had 
„  been  advanced  from  time  to  time  by  both 
■  students  and  faculty.   On  motion  of  Mr. 
Hoffman,  the  rule  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules  for  suggested  clarifi- 
cation.  Mr.  Morse  thereupon  repeated  his 
original  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  '50$'  rule  applied  to  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion.  President  Hetzel  pointed  out  that 
the  rule  included  the  words  "during  any 
semester"  and  that  the  Summer  Session 
was  not  a  "semester."   Dr,  Dengler  spoke 
in  support  of  the  Chair's  interpretation 
of  the  rule,  but  no  formal  action  was 
taken. 

Mr.  Morse  brought  up  the  question  of 
Vthe  readmission  of  certain  veterans  who 
had  failed  out  under  the  50$  rule  after 
the  completion  of-  a  successful  first  se-» 
r&e  ster  ..'.•. -It  was.  pointed  out  that  a  stu- 
dent may  conceivably  do  well  during  his 
first  semester  and  then  when  he  scheduled 
the  more  difficult  work  of  the  following 
semester^,  fail  to  do  satisfactory  work. 
In  some  instances  such  students  have  in- 
dicated ability  to  do  work  in  curricula 
other  than  the  ohe  'in -which  they  were  at 
present  enrolled.   Certain  special  cases 
had  been  referred  with  recommendations  to 
the  Office  of  the  President.   On  motion 
by  rising  vote,  the  Senate  voted  that 
special  gases  of  veterans  who  had  failed 
at  the  end  of  a  second  semester  after  re- 
turning to  College  could  be  referred  to 
Mr.  Morse,  with  power,  in  his  capacity 
as  Assistant  to  the  President  in  Charge 
of  Resident.  Instruction.

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5  ADDITIONAL  NEW  BUILDINGS  APPROVED  FOR  COLLEGE 


Approval  of  the  construction  of 
five  additional  new  "buildings  has  "been 
received  from  the  office  of  the  Governor. 

The  buildings,  President  Hetzel 
said,  are  in  addition  to  the  general 
classroom  and  laboratory  "building,  cos- 
ting $750,000  and  a  wirig  to  Recreation 
Building,  casting  $546,000,  approved 
last  October. 

The  five  new  projects  are:  Plant 
Industries  building,  $625,000;  wing  for 
Mechanical  Engineering  Laboratory, 


$515,000;  Mineral  Industries  Building, 
$550,000;  first  unit  of  a  new  Armory, 
$327,000;  and  expansion  of  the  P«wer 
Plant,  $305,000. 

"These  projects,"  Dr.  Hetzel  said, 
"were  selected  from  a  list  which  was 
recommended  to  the  Governor  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.

Why  the  delay, 
and  how  can  you  help  speed  your  own  calls  and  those  of  others?   This  is  the  first  of 
a  series  discussing,  the  problems  of  telephone  service  at  the  College,) 


"Number  please!" 

While  your  College  operator  does 
not  ask  for  the  number  (she  says  "Col- 
lege" to  3ave  time),  she  does  want  the 
NUMBER  from  you  because  it  will  help  to 
speed  your  call.   And  it  will  speed  other 
calls  too. 

Robert  Y.  Sigworth,  supervisor  of 
utilities,  points'  out  that  when  an 
operator  must  check  the  directory  to 
find  a  name  and  number,  not  only  the 
call  requested,  but  the  following  three 
calls  are  delayed. 

The  delay  in  answering  your  call 
was  almost  certainly  necessitated  by 
failure  of  someone  else  to  give  a  number. 

Extension  numbers  are  (l)  listed 
In  the  student -faculty  directory;  (2) 
published  with  the  names  of  new  appoint- 
ees in  the  Faculty  Bulletin;  and  (3) 


published  on  a  separate  convenient  ros- 
ter, according  tp  departments  or 
offices,  available  at  the  Department  of 
Public  Information. 

There  was1 a  time  when  the -College 
was  small  and  operators  were  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  names  of  all  faculty 
and  staff  members.  Npw,;  with  2000 
names  in  the  telephone  directory,  know-, 
ing  all  of  the  names  and  numbers  is  an 
impossible  task. 

And  during  the  past  two  years, 
four  operators,  two  of  them  with  more 
than  20  years  of  service,  were  lost  to 
the  College.  New  operators,  five  of 
them  veterans'  wives,  have  replaced 
them.  They  are  experienced  operators. 

"And  they  can  render  efficient  ser- 
vice," Sigworth  points  out.

Saturday' morning,  or  the  last  hour 
of  any  morning,  are  the  times  when  the 
College  switchboard  carries  its  peak 
load,  according  to  'Robert  Y.  Sigworth, 
supervisor  of  utilities. 

So  if  you  have  a  list  of  numbers  to 
call,  you'd  do  well  to  call  them  at 
another  hour  of  the  day,  if  possible, 
/cad  when  calling  a  list  of  numbers,  you 
can  speed  the  service  by  telling  the 
operator  you  have  a  series  of  calls  tc 
make . 

Otherwise,  Sigworth  points  out,  30 
seconds  should  elapue  between  calls. 


The  type  of  switchbords  in  use  here  do 
not  make  it  possible  for  the  operator 
to  know  your  call  is  completed  unless 
half  a  minute  elapses  between  calls.

HERE'S  HOW! 


The  war  may  be  over,  but  on  the  Col- 
lege switchboard,  it  has  just  begun, 

"The  College  telephone  system  is 
handling  peak  loads  these  days,  loads  far 
heavier  than  during  the  war,"  explains 
Robert  Y.  Sigworth,  supervisor  of  utili- 
ties. 

And  until  new  equipment  is  obtained, 
the  cooperation  of  all  telephone  users  is 
needed.   Observance  of  these  suggestions 
will  help,  he  says; 

1,  Eliminate  all  unnecessary  calls, 

2,  Discontinue  using  the  College 
telephone  system  for  making  personal 
calls.a   (Especially  objectionable  are  the 
calls  to  5  or  25  members  of  the  "Cap  and 
Gown"  club  or  the  "Monday  Night  Bridge" 
club,  telling  them  of  a  meeting,)   Why 
not  use  postal  cards? 

3,  Keep  long  distance  calls  to  a 
minimum.   An  operator  can  handle  as  many 


as  six  local  calls,  for  every  one  long 
distance  call  she  handles,,   (Long  dis- 
tance lines  are  heavily  loaded  and  if 
the  matter  can  just  as  easily  be  handled 
with  a  letter,  or  telegram,  you8ll  be 
saving  your  time,  and  the  operator's 
time,  and  enable  more  important  calls  to 
go  through, ) 

4,   If  theperson  you  call  is  out, 
leave  a  message  for  him  to  call  you,  in- 
cluding your  extension  number a 


5,   When  you  do  reach  your  party, 
keep  it  brief. 

Remember,   more    than    2000   people,    in 
addition   to    your    self,    are    using   the    Col- 
lege   telephone    system   today.      And    each 
has    more    use    for   a    telephone    than    in    days 
before    the    war.      More    calls    are    required 
today    to    find   that    box    of    thumb    tacks,    a 
pack    of    rubber    bands,    or    possibly    a    box 
of    soap    chips—all    for    official   College 
use,    of    course.

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  NOVEMBER  7,  1946 


'The  College  Senate  met  at  4;3^  p.m. 
November  7,  1946,  in  Room  121  Sparks 
Building,  President  Hetzel  presiding. 
The  list  of  members  present  is  on  file 
in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar.   The  min- 
utes of  the  last  meeting  were  not  read 
since  they  were  published  in  the  Faculty 
Bulletins  for  October  8  and  October  15, 

The  Secretary  read  two  letters  from 
President  Hetzel  as  Secretary  cf  the 
Board  of  Trustees,,   The  first  announced 
that  the  Executive  Commibtee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  voted.,  at  their  meeting  on 
October  11,  to  change  the  name  of  the  De- 
partment of  Naval  Science  and  Tactics  to 
the  Department  of  Naval  Science.   The 
second  letter  announced  that  at  the  same 
meeting  the  Executive  'Committee  voted  to 
change  the  name  of  the   Institute  of 
Animal  Nutrition  to  the  Department  of 
Animal  Nutritions   A  third  letter  from 
Dr.  Weaver  of  the  School  of  Education 
announced, • for  Dean  Trabue,  that  Dr. 
Clarence  R0  Carpenter  had  been  asked  to 
represent  the  'School  of  Education  in  the 
Senate  to  fill  the  position  previously 
held  by  Dr*  Williams,   Dr.  C,  0.  Williams 
is  a  member  of  the  S-enate  ex— officio  as 
Director  of  tho  Education  Extension, 
Division  of  the  Sch'ool  of  Education. 

The  President  made  a  report  of  the 
action  of  an  administrative  committee 
dealing  with  admissions.   On  the  basis  of 
students  who  would  graduate  and  who  are 
expected  to  leave  .'for  other  reasons,  the 
Registrar  and'  the  'College  Examiner  arc' 
authorized  to  admit  ,100  Pennsylvania  wom- 
en and  500  Pennsylvania  men  to  this  cam- 
pus with  the  rank  of  sophomore  or  higher. 
The  same  priorities  used  in  the  admission 
of  students  for  the  current  semester  will 
be  in  effect  in  the  admission  of  students 
for  the  spring  semester.  ,,  In  addition, 
the  Registrar  was  authorized  to  admit  as 
second-semester  freshmen,  to  attend  the 
State  Teachers  Colleger  and  other  cooper- 
ating colleges,  150  former  Penn  State,  stu- 
dents or  other  worthy  Pennsylvania  'appli- 
cants.  No  new  freshmen  are  to  be  admit- 
ted for  matriculation  in  February,   The 
above  regulations  are  in  effect  until 
another  meeting  o.f  the  administrative 
committee  on  admissions  '  scheduled'  about 
the  middle'  of  December,

Mr,  Beede  then  presented  the  case  of 
Vfilliam  Denton  Lawscn  who  meets  the  regu- 
lar requirements  for  a  degree  if -the  sum- 
mer semester  of  1943  in  which  Mr,  Lawson 
was  enrolled  in  Navy  V— 12,  but  not. as  a 
degree  candidate,  be  counted  toward  ■■his 
residence  requirements.   The  Senate  voted 
to  approve  the  recommendation.   Professor 
Beede  then  presented  the  following  state- 
ment : 

"Last  spring  (April  4,  1946)  the  Sen- 
ate took  action  to  "authorize  until  Sep- 
tember 1946  the  allowance  of  45  credits 
by  extension  classes,  by  correspondence 
instruction,  by  examination,  or  by  any 
combination  of  these  three  means,  —  for 
veterans  whose  resident  study  is  being 
delayed,  —  Mr,  William  R.  Young,  Super- 
visor of  Correspondence  Instruction, 
states  (letter  October  25,  1946  to  the 
Committee)  that  there  are  veterans  who 
are  studying  correspondence  courses  at 
present  because  they  cannot  be  admitted 
to  college  until  September,  1947,   He 
expects  that  this  number  will  increase 
as  the  men  are  discharged  during  the 
coming  year,  ' —  Mr,  Young  requests  there- 
fore that  the  emergency  45  credit  allow- 
ance provided  by  the  Senate  on  April  4 
be  extended  till  September  .1947."

PENN  STATE  COLLECTION 


"FARMED  OUT"  CLASS  OF  1950  BANKS  HIGH 


The  "farmed  out"  freshman  class  Is 
superior,  as  far  as  high  school  rank  is 
concerned,  to  apy  admitted  to  the  College 
since  1935  and  is  perhaps  the  best  class 
ever  admitted  to  the  College,  according 
to  Registrar  William  S.  Hoffman. 

In  admitting  the  freshmen  to  the 
State  Teafchera'  Colleges  and  to  the  four 
cooperating  colleges,  factors  not  usually 
encountered  in  granting  admissions  had  to 
receive  consideration.  Ordinarily  the 
t^tal  guota  of  men  and  women  to  he  ad- 
mitted and  the  10  per  cent  non-Pennsyl- 
vania limitation  were  the  only  items  to 
"be  borne  in  mind  in  addition  to  th*  meet- 
ing of  th«s  entrance  requirements  and  the 
academic  quality  of  the  applicant. 

This  y»ar,  Hoffman  points  nut,  in 
the  *ase  of  male  applicants,  75  VeT   cent 
«f  the  class  was  reserved  for  veterans. 
Also,  the  greatly  scattered  locations  ' 
made  the  resldeacr*  of  the  applicants  a 
very  important  factor.  Again,  the  fact 
that  an  applicant  lived  in  a  town  where 
One  of  the  collegia  was  located  was  no 
guarantee  *f  hiQ  admission  there.  Archi- 
tects e*uld  he  sent  only  to  Kutztown, 
home  economic  freshmen  went  to  Lock  Haven, 
Mansfield,  or  MlLLersville •  Lower  Divi- 


sion freshmen  could  go  to  any  of  the 
State  Teachers'  Colleges,  "out  only  six  cf 
the  eleven  could  take  women  into  the 
dormitories. 

One  State  Teachers'  College  had, 
late  in  the  summer,  a  vacancy  for  a  man, 
preferably  a  "quarterback."  The  order 
was  filled  with  a  veteran  who  had  been 
graduated  in  the  second  fifth  of  his  high 
school  class.  Other  similar  requests  were 
received  but  with  6000  applications  on 
file,  almost  any  order  could  be  filled, _ 
Registrar  Hoffman  explains. 

The  following  table  shows  the  rank 
of  the  freshmen  in  their  high  schorl 
graduating  classes.  No  records  were 
kept  for  the  year  1942  to  19&5  since 
seleotive  processes  were  not  used.  Al- 
though freshmen  at  th«  undergraduate  cen- 
ters this  year  are  not  included  in  the 
stable,  they  are  included  for  other  years. 
They  are  not  admitted  on  the  same  strict, 
selective  process  as  are  other  froshmen, 
the  chief  criterion  at  a  Center  being 
the  residence  of  the  high  school  graduate 
in  the  area  served  by  the  center.  There 
are  1210  freshmen  at  the  four  centers 
this  year  as  compared  to  245  in  lpll-l  and 
304  in  191*0.

students  in  saving  power  and  heat  as 

the  College  yesterday  joined  tho  nation 
in  the  conservation  of  coal. 

Employees  were  asked  to: 

1.   Shut  off  radiators  when  possi- 
ble, and  all  radiators  at  4:45  p.m. 

■  2.   Keep  building's  warmer  by  keep-  ■ 
ing  window's  closed  and  refraining  from 
operating  exhaust  or  fresh  air  supply 
fans'. 

3.'  Reduce  the  electrical  load  in 
all  ways  possible.  Faculty  and' research 
personnel  can  reduce  the  electrical 
load  the  greatest. 

The  College  will: 

1.   Reduce  outside  lighting-,  -  whore  - 
possible,  including  the  blackout  of  Old''' 
Main  tower. 


2.  Reduce  hall  and  stairway 
lighting. 

3.  Reduce  the  amount  of  heat 
supplied  to  buildings. 

"While  conservation  of  electrical 
power  is  necessary,  it  is  the  reduc- 
tion of  tho  amount  of  heat  that  will 
effect  the  greatest  saving  in  the 
College  coal  pile,"  Robert  Y.  Sig- 
worth,  supervisor  of  utilities,  ex- 
plained.  He  estimated  that  -50  to  55 
tons  of  coal  per  week  could  be  saved 
if  employees  will"- whole-heartedly 
cooperate  in  ■'•the'  conservation  of  power 
and  heat . 

While  a  fair  supply  of  coal  is  on 
hand,  December  and  January  are  the 
greatest  coal  consuming  months,  and 
if  the  -strike  is -prolonged,,.  College 
officials  said'- that  more  stringent 
measures  will  have  to  be  taken.

College  officials  asked  the 
cooperation  of  all  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  in  saving  power  and  heat  as 
the  College  yesterday  joined  tho  nation

Employees  were  asked  to:

1.   Shut  off  radiators  when  possi- 
ble, and  all  radiators  at  k:h^   p.m. 

■  2.   Keep  building's  warmer  by  keep-  ■ 
ing  window's  closed  and  refraining  from 
operating  exhaust  or  fresh  air  supply 
fans'. 

3.'  Reduce  the  electrical  load  in 
all  ways  possible.  Faculty  and'  research 
personnel  can  reduce  the  electrical 
load  the  greatest. 

The  College  will: 

1.   Reduce  outside  lighting-,  -  whore 
possible,  including  the  blackout  of  Old'''' 
Main  tower. 


2.  Reduce  hall  and  stairway 
lighting. 

3.  Reduce  the  amount  of  heat 
supplied  to  buildings. 

"While  conservation  of  electrical 
power  is  necessary,  it  is  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  amount  of  heat  that  will 
effect  the  greatest  saving  in  the 
College  ooal  pile,"  Robert  Y.  Sig- 
worth,  supervisor  of  utilities,  ex- 
plained.  He  estimated  that  -50  to  55 
tons  of  coal  per  week  could  be  saved 
if  employees  will  whole-heartedly 
cooperate  in 'the'  conservation  of  power 
and  heat. 

While  a  fair  supply  of  coal  is  on 
hand,  December  and  January  are  the 
greatest  coal  consuming  months,  and 
if  the  strike  is  -prolonged,...  College 
officials  said'  that  more  stringent 
measures  will  have  to  be  taken.

Research    in    new  methods    of    de- 
termining Vitamin  A    contents   will  be    con- 
tinued with   a    grant    of    $6,000   from  the 
Nutritional   Foundation^  'Inc,    of   New  York* 

The    project,    started    last    year,    has  . 
been- under    the    supervision   of    Dr„    N3B» 
Guerrant,   professor    of    biological    chemis- 
try.      It    is    entitled    "Spect  ographic 
Methods    of    Estimating   Vitamin  A»" 

Purpose    of    the    project    is   to    reduce 
both    the    costs   and  the    time    involved    in 
determining   the    vitamin    content    of    Vita- 
min A   concentrates,    particularly   in  ths. 
fish    oils,       Ex'isting    assay   methods,    it 
was    explained,    involve    the    feeding    of 
materials    under    test   to    laboratory 
animals    and    then    checking    the   biological 


response 


system  which    requires    costly 


procedures    and    up    to    a    month    for    each 
sample-. 

Although    incomplete,   the    studies 
indicate   a    possibility    of    reducing   the 
time    of    making  Vitamin  A   assays    from   four 
weeks    to    four    hours,    Dr.    Guerrant    said» 
He    also    indicated   a    possibility   of    re- 
ducing the    costs    of    such   tests    from  ap- 
proximately   $250   per    sample    to    around 
$10   per    sample    by   the    newer    method. 

Successful    completion   of   the    pro- 
ject,   it    was    explained,    also   will    enable 
consumers    of   Vitamin   A   concentrates  to 
purchase    supplies    of    a   known   vitamin 
basis    and  to   use    these    concentrates  more 
economically   and  wisely*

A  meeting  of  the  College  Senate  was 
held  in  Room  121,  Sparks  Building,  on 
Thursday,  January  9,  1947,  at  4:30  p,m., 
President  Hetzel  presiding,   A  list  of 
the  members  present  is  on  file  in  the 
Office  of  the  Registrar „   The  ninutes  of 
the  December  meeting  were  not  read  sines 
they  had  been  published  in  the  Faculty 
Bulletin  on  December  10,  1946. 

Under  the  head  of  communications 
from  College  Officers,  the  Secretary  read 
two  letters  from  President  Hetzel  as 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
first  of  which  advised  that  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ap- 
proved the  recommendation  of  the  College 
Senate  that'  in  addition  to  the  present 
degrees  the  College  confer  the  degrees 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Science  without  designation  as  to  the 
curriculum  in  which  the  degree ,  is  earned; 
the  second  letter  advised  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
approved 'the  recommendation  of  the  Col- 
lege Senate  that  the  present  combined' 
Lower  Division  be  discontinued  and  that 
each  school  maintain  its  own  Lower  Divi- 
sion effective  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  semester  in  February,  1947.

THE  SALARY  ADJUSTMENT  PLAN 


All  full  time  members  of  the  staff  of  The  Pennsylvania  State  College 
who  were  employed  by  the  College  on  July  1,  1946,  and  who  have  sub- 
sequently had  no  increase  in  compensation,  will  receive  an  increase 
in  annual  salary  or  wages,  effective  January  1,  194-7,  according  to 
the  following  schedule,  the  increase  to  be  paid  in  equal  monthly  in- 
stai lments : 

(a)  All  eligible  members  of  the  administrative  and  academic 
staff,  '$300.00  per  year; 

(b)  All  eligible  members  of  the*'  personnel  classification 
known  as  "Assistants",  $240.00  per  year; 

(c)  All  eligible  technical  and  common  labor,  $175.00  per  year. 

(d)  All  eligible  members  of  the  clerical  staff,  $150,00  per  year. 

This  action  was  authorized  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  was  announced  today  by  President  Ralph.  D.  Hetzel. 

On  July  1,  1946,  certain  staff  members  returned  to  a  ten  months'  basis 
of  service  and  continued  to  receive  the  annual  salary  they  had  been 
receiving  for  twelve  months'  service;  and  those  who  remained  on  a 
twelve  months'  basis  received  an  increase  equal  to-  one  month's  salary. 
This  adjustment  v/as  added  to  basic  increases  made  on  July  1,  1943,  and 
to  individual  increases  made  between  July,  194-3  and  July,  1946, 

The  effect  of  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  since  July  has  been  a 
matter  of  concern  to  the  administration,  and  for  several  months  the 
officers  of  the  College  have  been  studying  the  income  and  expenses  of 
the  institution  to  June  30,  1S47,  to  determine  whether  its  resources 
woul'j  permit  a  further  increase  in  compensation.   It  now  appears  that 
the  finances  of  the  College  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  will  allow 
the  increases  stated  above. 

These  increases  do  not  and  can  not  be  made  to  correspond  to  the  rise  in 
cost  of  living  but,  added  to  the  increases  mentioned  above,  they  repre- 
sent substantial  assistance.   They  are  as  liberal  as  the  resources  of 
the  College  permit.   The  plan  provides  relatively  larger  increases  for 
those  with  lower  salaries  within  each  group  because  it  is  believed  that, 
in  general,  those  with  lower  salaries  have  greater  difficulty  in  adjus- 
ting to  a  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,

The  Trustees  alsc  approved  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  College  Senate  that  in 
addition  to  the  regular  degrees  now  con- 
ferred by  the  College,  the  degrees  of 
"Bachelor  of  Arts"  or  "Bachelor  of 
Science"  be  awarded  without  designation 
as  to  the  curriculum. 

The  committee  also  approved  the  dis- 


continuance of  the  Lower  Division  as  set 
up  in  1934  to  include'  freshmen  and  scpho- 
mores  in  the  Schools  of  Education  and  the- 
Liberal  Arts*   Effective  in  February, 
each  of  the  two  schools  will  maintain  its 
own  Lower  Division. 

The  Trustees  also  accepted  a  $1,000 
loan  fund,  given  by  Mrs,  Mary  Fedan,  of 
McAdoo,  and  to  be  known  as  the  John  Fedan 
Memorial  Loan  Fund  No.  2.

Slep  Memorial  Scholarship, . e  stablished 
in  1945  by  the  Altoona  Mirro.r  .in  memory 
of  Harry  Slep,  its  founder. 

The  scholarship,  amounting  to  $150 
per  semester,  is  designed  primarily  to 
aid  Blair  County  students  in  journalism 
but  may  be  extended  to  any  student  who ^ is 
a  graduate  of  any  high  school  located  in 
Blair  County.   One  scholarship  i-S  awarded 
annually  and  the  recipient  must  spend  his 
first  two  years  as  a  student  in  the  Al- 
toona Undergraduate  Center  of  the  College.

AGE  OF  AVERAGE  PENN  STATE  STUDENT  RISES 


A  study  of  ages  of  students  enroll- 
ed here  this  semester  reveals  that  the 
age  of  the  average  male  student  today  is 
22.3  years  as  compared  to  I9.9  in  the 
Fall  of  19^1. 

The  average  coed  today  is  20.1 
years  of  age  as  compared  to  I9.4  five 
years  ago.  The  average  student  is  21.0 
while  in  I9I+I  the  average  student  was 
roily  I9.7  years  of  age. 


Ages  in  1931  in  QH  cases  were  higher 
than  the'  average  ages  of  19^.1.   The 
average  male  student  was  20  and  the 
average  coed  was  I9.6  in  I93I. 

The  higher  age  level  is  attributed 
to  the  large  enrollment  of  war  veterans. 
It  also  was  pointed  out  that  statistics 
for  this  year  include  only  freshmen  en- 
rolled at  the  undergraduate  centers  and 
at  Mont  Alto.  .

Fourteen  hundred  and  ninety— five 
students  admitted  to  the  College  for  tho 
first  semester  had  previously  taken  col- 
lege work  elsewhere,  according  to  Dr. 
C.E.  Marquardt,  College  Examiner, 

Many  of  the  1495  were  former  Penn 
State,  students  who  since  leaving  the 
campus  had  taken  work  of  college  calitre 
thorough  the  armed  forces. 

The  report  revealed  that  1422  of  the 
total  were  men  and  73  were  women  students, 
Also,  1278  are  enrolled  in  classes  on  the 


campus  and  217  are  attending  the  Under— 
graduate  Centers, 

The  students  had  earned  credits  at 
329  other  colleges,  universities,  or 
schools,  the  report  reveals. 

Of  the  41  students  admitted  to  the 
Graduate  School  during  the  period  July  1 
to  November  1,  1946,  14  were  men  and  27 
were  women.   They  had  taken  their  under- 
graduate work  at  23  different  colleges 
and  universities.

The  f el  lowing  report  of  the 
Graduate  Faculty  Committee  on  the 
grading  system  for  graduate  stu- 
dents will  be  considered  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Graduate  Faculty  to 
be  held  at  4:20  p.m.  Tuesday,  Feb- 
ruary 18,  in  208  Buckhout  Labora- 
tory: 

"Your  special  committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  grading 
system  for  graduate  students  again 
unanimously  recommends  that  the 
grades  for  courses  on  the  500 
level  be  reported  and  recorded  in 
the  same  manner  as  grades  for 
courses  on  the  400  level.   To  aid 
in  the  clarification  and  interpre- 
tation of  this,  the  committee  adds 
the  following  paragraph  to  its  re- 
port. 

"In  the  interpretation  of  the 


grades  toward  meeting  requirements 
for  graduate  degrees,  a  grade  of  1 
or  better  shall  entitle  a  student 
to  residence  credit,  but  for  a 
graduate  degree,  a  student  must 
have  twice  as  many  grade  points  as 
credits  in  the  courses  offered  for 
the  degree.

ENGINEERS  STUDY  DEFECTS  OF  LIBERTY  SHIPS 


In  experiments  to  determine  the 
cause  for  the  cracking  of  wartime  Lib- 
erty ships  at  sea,  engineers  on  Wednes- 
day fractured  a  steel  sphere  by  dropping 
the  temperature  to  40  degrees  below  zero 
Fahrenheit. 

Dr.  Joseph  Marin,  professor  of  engi- 
neering mechanics,  in  charge  of  the  pro- 
ject, explained  that  the  stresses  .and 
temperatures  to  which  the  sphere  was 
exposed  were  comparable  to  the  stresses 
exerted  on  the  welded  plates  of  ships 
and  to  temperatures  sometimes  encoun- 
tered at  sea. 

In  the  test,  a  hollow  metal  sphere, 


20  inches  in  diameter  and  one-half  inch 
in  thickness,  was  used.   The  sphere  was 
subjected  to  stresses  from  internal  fluid 
which  paralleled  stresses  on  the  welded 
plates  of  the  Liberty  ships.  When  the 
temperature  reached  minu3  kO   degrees,  the 
sphere  cracked. 

The  $18,000  experiment,  sponsored  by 
the  Welding  Research  Council  with  funds 
provided  by  industrial  organizations, 
will  be  continued.

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SPECIFIC    PROBLEMS    AND   RECOMMENDATIONS    CONCERNING 
THE    PROGRAM  FOR    THE    DEGREE    OF    DOCTOR    OF    PHILOSOPHY 


1,  The    candidate's    committee.       Responsibility    in    the    arrangement    of    the 
candidate's    program   cf    study   and  work    should    be    shared    by    the    members    of    the 
candidate's    committee,      -The    committee    should    in    fact    as   well    as    in   theory    be    advised 
at    an    early    stage    about,    and    hare    the    opportunity   to    propose    modifications,    of,    the 
candidate's    program.       It    is    recommended   that    the    committee    be    appointed    and   meet    for 
this    purpose    no    later    than    three    months    after    the    candidate    begins    his    second   year 
of   'graduate    study. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  photostatic  reproduction  of  the  complete  record  of 
each  graduate  student,  immediately  upon  his  admission  to  the  Graduate  School,  be 
furnished    to    the    student's    major    department, 

2,  Ereadth    of    program.       Criticism   exists    that    the    Ph»D«    program    commonly    gives 
rise    to    too    great    a    restriction    of    interest. 

The    candidate's   work    both   as    an   undergraduate    and    as    a    graduate    student    should 
be    considered    as    a   whole    by    his    committee.       If    the    undergraduate   work    has    been    too 
narrowly    specialized,    nonprofessional    course   work    may    become    a    valuable    though 
secondary    part    of    the    graduate    program, 

The    student    may   be    benefited    greatly    by  wise    advice    concerning    his    individual 
needs    for   the    possible    careers    before    him,       Hollis     (1945;     see    attached   table)    reports 
that    of    the     Ph.D,    recipients    for   the    decade    1931    to    1940,    62,4$    had    in    September 
1940    entered    academic  work,    including    research,    in    colleges    and   universities-;    9,1$ 
were    employed    in    nonacademic  work   under   public    auspices,    19,9$    in    private    agencies. 
In    11    of    the    50    specified    fields,,    80$    or   more    of    the    PhrD,    recipients   were    employed 
in   academic    positions;     in    only    five    of   the    fields   was   the    proportion    so    engaged    less 
than    50$,    though    these    five    fields    account    for    a    quarter    of    the    total    number    of

A    graduate   well    prepared    to    meet    all    phases    of    his    chosen    career    is    an    asset 
both   to    his    employer    and    to    his. mother    institution, 

3,  Graduate    Record    Examination,       The    Graduate    Record    Office,    sponsored   by    the 
Carnegie    Foundation    for    the    advancement    of    teaching,    prepares    and    evaluates    a 
comprehensive    Graduate    Record    Examination    designated    to   test    information    and    abilities 
in   basic    fields    of   knowledge.       This    examination    is    required    of    graduate    students,  in 

a    number    of    first    rank   universities.       Such    an    examination    should    aid   the     student    to 
measure    the    deficiencies    in    his    own    background,    and    should    assist    his    committee    in 
making    recommendations    for    his    further    studies, 

4 s       Dissertation,       In    selecting   the    dissertation    problem   and   working    out    the 
methods    of    treatment,    the    candidate    is    ever    at    the    mercy    of   the    good    judgment    of    his 
faculty    advisers. 

The    problem   either    in    its    own    nature,    or    at    least    by    its    mode    of    treatment, 
should    introduce    the    candiate    to    many    otherwise    insufficiently    touched    parts    of    his 
field    of   work,     should    impart    valued    experience    in   methods    of    discovering    and    using 
existing    knowledge,    and    should    be    judged    in   terms    of    its    value    in   the    training   and 
development    of    the    student    as   well    as    in    its    contribution    of    new   knowledge, 

5,       Foreign    languages.       The    foreign    language    requirements    for   the    Doctor    of 
Philosophy    degree    present    recurring    problems,    and    the    instructions    to    this    committee 
asked    that    these    requirements    be    given    Special    consideration. 

The    committee    agrees    that    all    candidates    for    the    Ph3D,    degree    should    be    required 
to    display   a    reading    knowledge    in   at    least    two    foreign    languages;    German    should  with 
rare    exceptions    be    one    of    these    languages;    the     other    language   will    normally    be    a 
Romance    language,    and    commonly  will   be    French,       Russian,    however,    is    assuming 
increased    importance,    and   will    be    acceptable    as   the     second    language    if    satisfactory 
to   the  candidate  '  s    department.       In    the    case    of    foreign    students,    German    and    English 
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will  commonly  serve  as  the  foreign  languages,  unless  one  of  these  he  the  mother 
t  ongue  , 
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opinion  of  this  committee,  the  value  of  the  foreign  language  training 
need  to  introduce  the  candidate  to  the  non-English  literature  of  his 
nd  to  make  it  possitle  to  use  this  literature  "both  during  graduate  traininj 
the suh sequent  professional  career.   New  developments  described  in  foreign 
may  not  appear  in  English  for  some  years  if   at  all;  there  are  occasions 
most  desirable  to  draw  upon  special  articles  as  well  as  upon  standard 
rks0   It  is  a  rare  subject  in  which  foreign  literature,  and  especially  the 
erature,  is  not  significant;  hence  the  ability  to  draw  upon  these  major 
thought  becomes  a  valued  part  of  the  equipment  imparted  in  graduate 


The  committee  recommends  that  the  candidate  shall  be  tested  for  a  reading 
knowledge  in  his  technical  field  rather  than  for  grammatical  details0   With  limited 
use  of  a   dictionary,  he  should  be  able  to  obtain  a  reasonably  complete  grasp  of  an 
article  in  his  own  subject.   The  candidate's  department  should  be  consulted  in 
selecting  appropriate  literature  for  the  foreign  language  examination. 

Because  the  foreign  language  requirement,  if  valid,  rests  upon  the  need  to 
become  familiar  with  foreign  sources  as  a  part  of  graduate  training,  as  well  as  for 
subsequent  work,  the  foreign  language  requirement  should  not  be  left  as  the  last 
hurdle  for  the  candidate^   The  candidate's  adviser  should  take  steps  to  see  that 
the  candidate  begin  work  toward  meeting  these  requirements  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  , 

This  committee  would  look  with  favor  on  a  plan  whereby,  in  questionable  cases, 
the  language  department  concerned  would  invite  the  candidate's  committee  to  send  a 
representative  to  assist  in  determining  whether  the  candidate  has  achieved  the  needed 
degree  of  prof iciency a 

6,   Graduate  instruction  and  research.   It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
graduate  types  of  training  are  so  important  for  the  State  and  Nation,  and  for  the 
advancement,  of  youth,  that  graduate  work  deserves  a  far  greater  share  in  the  planning 
and  resources  of  this  institution  than  is  now  given  to  it.   To  carry  on  graduate 
programs  of  high  caliber,  there  must  be  well-trained,  competent  faculty  members  who 
devote  significant  parts  of  their  time  and  energy  to  graduate  instruction  and  the 
necessary  accompanying  researches.   Academic  loads  should  be  arranged  to  give 
equitable  recognition  to  the  special  demands  inherent  in  graduate  teaching. 
Participation  in  graduate  instruction  shculd  be  accompanied  by  marked  reduction  in 
total  teaching  hours,  and  graduate  duties  should  never  be  made  an  incidental  addition 
to  a  full  teaching  scheduler. 


The  subsidized  research  programs  of  the  College  consitute  a  very  important  part 
of  its  contribution  to  society.   In  many  instances,  these  projects  necessarily 
require  rapid  achievement  of  results.   They  hence  make  only  a  minimum  allowance  for 
graduate  student  training,  and  the  Gradiiate  School  must  meet  its  obligation  through 
additional  means.   The  College  should  therefore  endeavor  to  obtain  increased 
appropriations  from  the  Commonwealth  that  will  be  used  to  foster  the  graduate  program 
because  of  the  great  value  of  graduate  training  for  our  able  youth.

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GOVERNOR   RECOMMENDS    $8,500,000  APPROPRIATION   FOR    COLLEGE 


Gov.    James    H.    Duff    last   week    recom- 
mended   an    appropriation    of    $8,500,000    for 
the    College    for   the    1947-49    biennium. 


Although  the     figure    represents    an 
increase    of    $2,486,000    over    the    appropri- 
ation   for    the    current    biennium,    it    is    a 
reduction    of    $1,588,000    from   the 
$10,088,000    requested    by    the    College. 

Commenting    upon    the    proposed    figure, 
President    Ralph    Dorn    Ketsel    said: 

"While    the    Governor's    budget    pre- 
sents   a    significant    figure,    the    College 


is    not    in   a    position    to    determine    the 
effect    of    the    allocation    in    detail    until 
the    legislature    has    acted    and    the     gover- 
nor   finally   approves    the    bill." 

It    was    explained   that    the    College's 
operating    budget    will    be    drafted  when 
all    details    of    the    1947—49    biennium 
allotment    are    made    available. 

Before    the    appropriation    becomes 
final,    the    General   Assembly    must    approve 
the    Governor's    recommendation.       The 
legislators    can    increase    or    reduce    the 
grant .

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF,  MARCH  6,  1947 
'  (Continued  from  Last  Week) 


The  Secretary  read  a  letter,  which, 
is  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Regis-  ... 
trar,  announcing  act  inn  of  the  Graduate  . 
Faculty  recommending  the  addition  rf  the 
degree  of  Fuel  Technology  tc  the" list  of 
technical  degrees  conferred  "by  the  Col- 
lege.  President  Hetzel  ruled  that  the 
recommendation  should  lie  on  the  table 
for  conSidsrat ion  at  the  next  meeting  tt 
the  Senate, 
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The  President  reviewed  the  basic 
background  of  the  present  problems  con- 
fronting the  College,   He  pointed  out 
that  in  September  of  the  current  year  the 
enrollment  on  this  campus  would  be  at 
least  1000  larger  than  the  enrollment  of 
September  1946,  and  that  all  these  stu- 
dents would  be  above  freshman  standing. 
For  this  additional  student  body,  most 
of  whom  would  be  men,  housing  must  be 
provided. 
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The  President  pointed  cut  that  an' 
additional  staff  of  100  members  will  be 
necessary  and  that  for  this  minimum  num- 
ber, it  now  appears  that  the  College  will 
have  to  assume  some  responsibility,  for 
housing.   It  is  estimated  that  additional 
housing  for  married  veterans  or  for  new 
married  staff  members  would  be  from  pre- 
fabricated sources. 

In  order  to  take  tare  of  the  addi- 
tional 1000- student s  which  we  shall  have 
this  fall  the  College  has  requested  fr^m 
Federal  sources  500,000  square  feet  of 
temporary  classroom 'buildings.  The  Gov- 
ernment has  allowed  us  just  ine -tenth  of 
this  amount , 

The  President  further  spoke  a*s  to 
the  efficiepoy  of  our  operations,  asking 
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that  the  Deans  study  the  number  of  hours 
now  devoted  to  individual  subjects,-  and 
the  use  of  certain  laboratories  which 
might  perhaps  be  available  for  recitation 
periods  when  laboratory  sections  were  not 
assigned  to  the  rooms. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the 
fall  of  1948  will  result  in  a  duplica- 
tion of  these  requirements  since  at  least 
another  1000  students  will  be  added  to 
the  enrollment  encountered  in  1947, 

The  President  then  spoke  in  connec- 
tion with  the  College  plans  of  erecting 
permanent  buildings.   He  pointed  out 
t.hat  from  State  funds  $3,618,000  w«re 
available  but  that  these  funds  did  not 
include  any  amount  for  the  equipment  c'r 
furnishing  of  the  buildings.   The  erec- 
tion of  these  buildings  is  also  in  the 
hands  of  State  officials  and  th.8  soil  ex- 
plorations now'  being  made. oh  the  campus 
are  being  made  by  the  State,   The  Presi- 
dent further  pointed  out  that  the  build- 
ings which  were  t#  be  erected  oanhft  be 
erected  for  this  same  sum  at  this  date, 
approximately  two  years  later,  than  when 
the  funds  were  first  made  available. 
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As  was  indicated  earlier  the  Presi- 
dent stated  that  -by  the  fall  of  1948 
there  will  be  enrolled  on  this  campus 
9000  .  student s  at  sophomore  or  higher  le- 
vel, by  which  date  the  College  also  ex— 
peot.s  to  encounter  the  peak  of  applica- 
tions from  veterans.   The  falling  off  of 
veteran  applications  will  immediately  be 
matched  from'  applications  by  students  now. 
attending  other  colleges  in 'the  state  who 
wish  to  transfer  to  us,  and  by  freshmen 
who  wish' to  take  their  first  years  work 
on  this  oampus.   The  President  suggested 
that  each  School  study  the  problem  ef 
handling  this  additional  load  by,  f.?r  ex- 


ample,    eliminating   all    small    sections 
with   a    resultant    increase    in    efficiency^ 
and    later   that    an    all-College    study  would 
he   ma d e  • 
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The  President  then  said  "What  is  to 
he    cur  future?   We  are  confronted  with  a 
situation  challenging  us  to  our  greatest 
efforts  and  I  am  sure  that  we  can  meet 
the  challenge.   The  opportunity  is  great 
and  through  it  we  shall  become  establish- 
ed as  the  really  great  institution  we  are 
destined  to  be," 

.The  President  .announced  that  he  will 
make  developments  as  they  progress  avail- 
able to  members  of  the  Senate  and  staff. 
He  indicated  that  the  problem  is  one  for 
all  of  us. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:50  p,m.

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OPPORTUNITY  FOR  NUTRITION  TESTS 


The  human  nutrition  laboratories  in  the  Ellen  H.  Richards 
Institute  are  cooperating  with  the  Department  of  Health  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Quartermaster  Food 
and  Container  Institute  for  the  Armed  Forces  in  making  medical 
and  nutrition  observations  and  tests  on  adults  from  17  to  56 
years  of  age.  In  order  to  complete  this  program,  some  men 
of  this  age  range  are  still  needed  to  go  through  the  tests. 


The  observations  and  tests  include:   thorough  medical  and 
dental  examinations;  an  electrocardiogram;  X-rays  of  the

The  tests  are  made  at  no  oharge,  and  the  one  tested  is  given 
a  full  report  of  the  findings  with  a  second  report  for  his 
physician  if  it  is  requested.

The  Board    of  Trustees    has    de- 
.cided    to   continue  for    at    least 
another    year    its    present    policy 
relative   to  admission' of    freshmen 
to    the    campus. 

"This    policy,"    President 
Ralph   Dorn  Hetzel    explained,    "re- 
quires   all    freshmen,    wi thout '  excep- 
tion,   to    take    their    first   year's 
work  at    one   of   the    institutions 
now  cooperating  with    the  College 
or    at    one    of    the   credit   class   cen- 
ters   operated   by   the  College."

"At    the   moment,"    President

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Ralph  Dorn 
Hetzel  were  held  at  11  o'clock  Monday- 
morning  from  Schwab  Auditorium  with  John 
Henry  Frizzell,  chaplain  emeritus,  of- 
ficiating.  Internment  was  made  in  Centre 
County  Memorial  Park. 

Monday  was  observed  as  a  day  of 
mourning  at  the  College,  with  all  offices 
closed  and  classes  suspended  for  the  day. 

Dr.  Hetzel  died  suddenly  at  11;25 
a.m.  Friday  at  his  home.   He  was  64, 
Death  was  attributed  to  a  cerebral  blood 
clat  • 

Born  at  Merrill,  Wis,  on  December 
31,  1882,  Dr.  Hetzel  was  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  receiving  an 
A.B.'  degree  in  1906  and  an  LL.B.  in  1908-, 
He  also  held  honorary  degrees  from  Dart- 
mouth, University  of  Maine,  Buoknell, 
Lafayet'te,  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pittsburgh. 

Dr,  Hetzel,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
Wisconsin  bar  in  1908  and  the  Oregon  bar 
in  1910",  started  his  academic  career  as, 
instructor  in  English  at  Oregon  State 
College  in  1908,   He  became  an  assistant 
professor   in  1909,   He  was  named  profes- 
sor of  English  and  polit ical ' science  in 
1911  and  in  1913,  became  director  of  the 
Oregon  State  College  extension  service. 

In  1917,  Dr.  Hetzel  became  'president 
of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Mechanic  Arts  which  in  1923  be- 
came the  University  of  New  Hampshire,   He 
served  untii  December  15,  1926,  when  he 
became  the  10th  president  of  the  Pennsyl- 


vania  State  College, 

As  president  ef  Penn  State  for 
nearly  21  years,  Dr ,  Hetzel  held  the 
longest  tenure  of  any  president  in  the 
National  Association  of  State  Universi- 
ties,  Only  Dr ,  George  W.  Atherton,  with 
24  years  of  service  (1882-1906),  served 
as  president  of  Penn  State  for  a  longer 
period  ,

PENN  STATE  COLLECT^ 


COLLEGE  AWARDED  NAVY  CONTRACT  FOR  SOUND  FILM  RESEARCH 


' 


Principles  which  should  govern  the 
scientific  development  and  effective  use 
of  sound  motion  pictures  will  be  sought 
in  a  research  project  started  here  for 
the  Navy  Department  , 

Designed  to  make  possible  the  pro- 
duction of  more  effective  educational 
films,  the  two-year  project  covers  a 
broad  program. 

Pertinent  literature  and  information 
will  be  reviewed  so  that  psychological, 
educational,  and  technical  developments 
which  have  been  established,  might  be 
further  developedc,   Types  and  character- 
istics of  instructional  films  already  pro- 
duced will  be  analyzed  and  evaluated. 

Researchers  also  will  try  to  deter- 
mine what  subject  matters  and  themes  can 
be  most  effectively  presented  by  means  of 
sound  films  and  will  investigate  percep- 
tual and  attentional  processes  involved 
in  learning  and,  observing  from  sound 
f  i lm  s  .  ( 

Later,  an  att empt ^will  be  made  to 
establish  the  requirements  for  producing 
"ideal"  sound  films  which  would  be  ade- 
quate for  "complete"  instruction  in  the 
shortest  possible  time. 

It  also  is  intended  to  measure 
efficiency  of  sound  films  as  inst  ru  ciricn- 
al  media  in  terms  of  speed  and  learning, 
the  amount  of  learning,  and  the  retention 
and  loss  with  elapsed  time,  as  well  as 
the  degree  of  application  in  realistic 
situations , 


The  project  will  be  conducted  in 
close  cooperation  with  work  being  done  by 
the  Human  Engineering  Section,  Special 
Devices  Center,  Port  Washington,  L.I,, 
N,Y«,  and  the  Communications  Laboratories, 
University  of  North  Carolina,   Close  liai- 
son also  is  being  maintained  with  Yale, 
Ohio  State,  and  University  of  Chicago, 

The  advisory  board  for  the  project 
consists  of  Dean  M»R,  Trabue,  chairman; 
Dean  Ben  Euwema ,  Dr,  B.V.  Moore,  Dr ,  W.E,

The  Motion  Picture  and  Recording

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENATE  COURSES  OF  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


The  Senate  Committee  on  Courses  of 
Study  has  met  monthly  throughout  the  year 
and  has  considered  curriculum  and  course 
changes  as  they  were  presented  to  it  a 

It  has  approved  two  new  curricula: 
Agricultural  Journalism  and  Labor- 
Management  Relations. 

The  Committee  has  sponsored  a  study 
of  extension  courses  by  the  Extension  di- 
visions so  as  to  get  greater  uniformiby 
in  their  numbering  and  unit  values.   The 
result  has  been  the  assignment  of  the  900 
series  numbers  to  those  courses  given  by 
extension  and  correspondence  which  do  not 
carry  college  credit. 

The  Committee  has  been  very  much 
hurried  during  the  last  two  months  of 
this  year  by  the  lateness  of  receipt  of 
a  large  bulk  of  course  and  curriculum 
changes.   In  particular,  it  would  like 
to  receive  all  curricular  changes  and 


proposals  for  new  curricula  not  later  thar 
the  committee  meeting  in  March  so  that 
it  would  have  at  least  one  month  to  study 
the  matter  before  presenting  it  at  the 
May  meeting  of  the  Senate, 

The  Committee  is  also  concerned  about 
the  manner  in  which  the  400  series  num- 
bers is  increasing.   It  feels  that  the  40C 
number  is  being  more  and  more  thought  of 
as  a  Senior  course  number  rather  than  its 
original  meaning  of  an  undergraduate- 
graduate  course.   It  recommends  that  a 
special  committee  be  appointed  to  study 
the  use  of  the  400  number  for  courses,  and 
also  the  manner  of  approval  of  such 
course  s  . 

The  Committee  also  requests  the  sev- 
eral subject  matter  department  heads  study 
the  list  of  courses  which  have  been  ap- 
proved for  their  division  with  a  view  to 
dropping  those  courses  which  have  become 
obsolete  and  not  useful,.

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  NOVEMBER  6,  1947 


The  College  Senate  net  at  4:10  p.n, 
on  November,  **  1947,  in  Room  121  Sparks 
Building,  Mr.  A.O.  Morse  presiding.   The 
list  cf  members  present  is  on  file  in 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar.   The  minu- 
tes of  the  October  meeting  were  not  read 
since  they  were  published  in  the  Faculty 
Bulletin  for  October  6,  1947. 
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Under  the  heading  of  reports  of 
standing  committees,  Prof,  Victor  Beede 
presented  a  recommendation  on  behalf  of 
Miss  Nina  Blake slee  which  had  received 
the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards,   This  recommendation  was.  to 
the  effect  that  Miss  Blakeslee,  a  sixth 
semester  student  in  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, be  permitted  to  schedule  six  semes- 
ter hours  of  Library  Science  which  at 
present  is  offered  only  in  the  Extension 
Division  under  the  course  number  Library 
Science  31X.   These  six  credits  would  be 
carried  in  addition  to  the  14  credits  of 
resident  work  during  the  current  semes- 
ter.  The  petition  had  received  the  ap- 
proval of  Mr«  W.p.  Lewi  s.  Librarian  of 


the  College,  Dean  M»R,  Trabue,  of  the 
School  of  Education,  and  Mr.  Jo  Hays^. 
supervising  Principal  of  the  State  Col- 
lege Public  Schools,   The  College  Senate 
voted  favorably  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards, 

Professor  Beede  likewise  presented 
the  case  of  TTllliam  F,  Reagan  o  Mr*  Reagan 
is  a  senior  in  the  School  of  the  Liberal 
Arts  who  wishes  to  take  six  of  his  final 
thirty  credits  by  correspondence,   Mr, 
Reagan  is  temporarily  out  of  the  College 
suffering  from  ill  health.   He  vrant  s  to 
do  some  college  work  during  his  illness 
so  as  to  lighten  his  schedule  somewhat 
when  he  returns  for  his  last  year  of 
residence.   This  request  had  the  approval 
of  Dean  Euwema  of  the  School  of  the  Lib- 
eral Arts,  and.  was  acted  on  favorably  by 
the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards,   The 
College  Senate  unanimously  approved  this 
recommendation  of  the  committee.   The 
complete  reports  on  these  two  cases  will 
be  found  in  the  files  of  the  Registrar, 

Professor  Beede  then  presented  to 
the  College  Senate  a  report  on  a  matter 
that  had  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Academic  Standards  by  the  College  Sen- 
ate,  This  report  comprised  recommenda- 
tions defining  certain  restrictions  that 
were  to  be  placed  en  students  who  had 
been  placed  on  probation  because  of  de- 
ficiencies which  they  had  incurred  in 
t heir < academic  work.   Certain  phases  of 
the  report  were  discussed  briefly  but  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  recommendation 
involved  new  legislation  the  report  had 
to  lie  over  for  one  month  until  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  College  Senate. 

During  the  informal  discussion,  Prof. 
Fishburn  requested  clarification  of  just 
how  far  a  student's  participation  in  a 
public  performance  would  be  involved  in 
enforcing  certain  of  these  restrictions 
provided  the  public  performance  carried 
college  credit  just  as  any  other  regularly 
scheduled  class  would  or  provided  it  was 
considered  to  be  an  integral  part  of  a 
regularly  soheduled  course  taking  perhaps, 
in  certain  cases,  the  place  of  an  exami- 
nation.  Dean  Warnock  also  asked  the  Com- 
mittee to  study  the  matter  of  whether  or 
not  a  student  who  was  on  probation  and  who 
then  carried  twelve  semester  hours  or  more 
of  work  in  one  of  our  Summer  Sessions 
could,  thereby  secure  removal  from  his 
probationary  status  provided  the  work  of 
the  Summer  Session  had  been  satisfactorily 
completed.

A    second    item    of    old    business   was    the 
report    of    the    Committee    on   Academic 
Standards,    as    presented   at    the    November 
meeting    of    the    Senate,  which    defined    the 
restrictions    surrounding    probation. 
Professor    Beede    asked    permission  to    in- 
sert   two   words    in  the    report    as    presented 
at    the    November   meeting   and    for    permission 
to    remove    the    last    paragraph    of    the    re- 
port.     After    some    discussion    the    Senate 
voted    on   a   motion   to    re— refer    the    matter 
to    the    Committee    for    further    study.      The 
motion    did    not    prevail.      Dr.    Marsh  White 
presented    an    amendment   to   the    report    as   a 
substitute    for  the    last    paragraph  which 
had    been    removed    by    the    Committee ocn  Aca- 
demic  Standards    as    follows:

Recommendations 
Defining   the    Restrictions    of    Probation 

Probation    has    been    established    for 
students   who    are    deficient    in    scholarship, 
but    whose    records    do    not     show    conclusively 
that    it    would    be    to   their    advantage    to 
withdraw.      Consequently,    a    student  .on    pro- 


bation  shall  give  undivided  attention  to 
his  studies  with  a  view  to  improving  his 
record  sn  that  no  action  more  serious 
than  probation  may  result*   To  protect 
the  student  in  his  endeavor  throughout 
the  period  of  probation  it  is  recommended 
that  Rule  105  of  the  Regulations  for 
Undergraduate  Students  be  changed  to  read 

A  student  who  is  on  probation 
through  action  of  the  College  ^r  one  of 
its  schools  shall  not  be  eligible  to: 

(a)  participate  in  any  competition 
leading  to  positions  or  offices  in  acti- 
vities sponsored  cr  approved  by  the  Col- 
lege . 

(b)  represent  the  College  in  ath- 
let  ic  cont e  st  s  . 

(c)  take  part  in  extra  curricular 
public  performances  in  dramatics,  music, 
or  debating* 

(d)  hold  a  staff  position  on  a 
student  publication. 

(e)  hold  office  or  committee  mem- 
bership in  student  governmental  or  class 
organizations,  cr  in  any  other  activity, 
social  or  otherwise,  sanctioned  or  ap- 
proved by  the  College. 

(f  )   serve  as  manager  cr  assistant 


manager  in  any  of  these  activities. 

At  the  time  probation  is  imposed 
the  Registrar  shall  furnish  the  student 
with  a  copy  of  these  restrictions. 

The  enforcement  of  these  restric- 
tions shall  be  referred  to  the  respective 
committees  concerned. 

Trofessor  W.L.  Werner  moved  that 
Rule  105  (5  ),  as  included  in  the  above 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards,  be  followed  by  an  interpreta- 
tion as  follows: 

This  does  net  prevent  a  student  from 
participation  in  intra-mural  athletics. 

The  motion,  however,  did  not  prevail, 

A  question  from  the  floor,  addressed 
to  the  Secretary,  as  Registrar,  asked 
when  the  IBM  class  cards  would  be  avail- 
able.  The  Registrar  announced  that  this

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  JANUARY  8,  1948 


The  College  Senate  met  at  4:10  p.m. 
on  January  8,  1948  in  Room  121  Sparks 
Building,  Mr.  Morse  presiding.   The  list 
of  members  present  is  on  file  in  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Registrar,   Dr.  J.F.  Shigley 
represented  Prof.  F.L.  BentTey.   The 
minutes  of  the  December  meeting  were  not 
read  since  they  were  published'  in  the 
Faculty  Bulletin  for  December  8,  1947, 
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Professor  Bullinger,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study  pre- 
sented a  report  which  automatically  was 
placed  on  the  table  for  consideration  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Senate.   At  the 
request  of  the  School  of  the  Liberal  Arts, 
Professor  Bullinger  asked  for  immediate 
consideration  of  the  approval  of  Dramatics 
901  and  Dramatics  921,  non-credit  courses 
for  high  school  students,  which  the  School 
wished  to  offer  during  the-  coming  summer 
session.   A  que  st  ion' wa  s  raised  as  to 
whether  these  courses  had  received  the 
approval  of  the  School  of  the  Liberal 
Arts  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  they  had 
been  approved  but  for  different  numbers 
and  the  numbers  assigned  to  the  courses 
had  been  given  to  the  courses  by  the 
Committee  in  conformity  with  the  policy, 
of  numbering  such  non-credit  courses  in 
the  900  series.   There  being  no  objec- 
tion, the  Senate  voted  to  approve  the  es- 
tablishment of  these  two  courses.   The  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study 
is  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar, 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Courses  of  Study  as  presented  at  the  De- 
cember meeting  was  removed'  from-  the  table 
for  consideration  at  this  time.   A  motion 
to  adopt  the  report  was  seconded.   The 
Secretary  raised  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  recommendation  to-  change  the 
curricula  in  Architecture  and  Architec- 
tural Engineering  from  four  to  five  years 
required  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  there  being  no  precedent  for 
such  a  change.   Professor  Bullinger;  for 
the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study,  stated 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the 
recommendation  should  go  to  the  Board, 
With  this  understanding,  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  adopted. 
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Mr,  Morse  asked  for  the  participation  of 
the  Schools'  faculty  in  seeing  to  it 
that  -each  School  was  well  represented  at 
the  coming  Commencement. 

Dr.  Dengler,  chairman  .of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Rules,  presented  a  recom- 
mendation that  Rule  84  of  the  Regulations 
for  Undergraduate  Students,  edition  of 
1947^48  which  read  as  follows; 

During  the  period  in  which  the  Col- 
lege is  under  the  present  accelera- 
ted program,  military  instruction 
is  given  as  follows:   Three  semes- 
ters of  military  instruction  are  re- 
quired, five  hours  per  week,  and  two 
credits  are  given  per  semester. 

Revert  to  the  wording  of  the  rule 
before  the  accelerated  program  went  into 
effect  which  reads  as  follows; 

F'our  semesters  of  military  instruc- 
tion are  required  of  all  male  stu- 
dents except  in  the  following  cases  :

The  pro- 
posed phrasing  is  as  follews; 

.  No  student  shall  be  permitted,  while 
College  is  in  session,  to. repeat  a  sub- 
ject, or  to  take  a  subject  privately  un- 
der departmental  auspices,  until  that  sub 
ject  has  been  entered  on  his  schedule  car 
by  his  Dean  or  Adviser.  'No  student  shall 
in  any  vacation  be  permitted  to  take  a 
subject  privately  under  departmental 
auspices  unless  written  authority  to  do 
so  has  been  given  by  his  Dean, 

In  accordance  with  Senate  action  the 
recommendation  was  tabled  for  considera- 
tion at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Senate^

rectible  by  student  government  pro- 
cedures.  With  the  approval  of  President 
Hetzel  the  Code  of  Rules  was  presented 
and  recommended  to  the  College  Senate 
and  in  the  meeting  of  March  6,  1947,  the 
Senate  took  unanimous  action  to  adopt 
these  rules  as  a  part  of  "Regulations 
for  Undergraduate  Students," 

Both  the  "IFC  Code  for  Unchaper- 
oned Dating"  and  the  "Rules  Governing 
Social  Organizations  and  Affairs'1  were 
printed  and  distributed  to  all  frater- 
nities and  fraternity  counselors. 

Several  times  during  the  year  the 
Committee  was  asked  to  consider  the 
problem  of  out-of-town  women  guests  for 
fraternity  house  parties  and  dances. 
Arrangements  for  each  particular  oc- 
casion were  discussed  and  authority  for 
approval  was  delegated  to  the  Office  of 
the  Dean  of  Men,   At  the  April  meeting 
of  the  Committee,  Prof.  J,  0,  Keller, 
President  of  the  Association  of  Frater- 
nity Counselors,  was  asked  to  appoint 
a  committee  from  that  association  to  re- 
view the  problem  with  the  fraternities 
and  to  bring  the  Committee  on  Student 
Welfare  a  recommendation  to  be  considered 
in  the  formulation  of  a  standing  policy. 
The  consideration  of  the  report  of  Pro- 
fessor Keller's  committee  will  carry 
over  to  the  next  college  year.

With  the  approval  of  his  school,  a 
student  who  is  registered  as  a  candidate 
for  a  baccalaureate  degree  at  this  insti- 
tution, may  take  for  credit  during  any 


period  in  which  the  student  is  not  en*-, 
gaged  in  residence  study,  extension  work 
by  correspondence  offered  by  this  Col- 
lege, or  any  college  or  university  whose 
credit  is  acceptable  by  transfer  to  this 
College  through  the  College  Examiner's 
office.   This  rule  is  intended  to  be  per- 
missive and  is  not  intended  to  be  com- 
pulsory with  respect  to  the  department 
giving  the  work. 

Since  this  regulation  had  been  be- 
fore the  Senate  before  it  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards, 
it  was  not  necessary  for  the  change  to 
lie  on  the  table  for  consideration  some- 
time in  the  future.   The  recommendation 
which  is  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the 
Registrar  w a s  on  motion  adopted.

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Prof.  C«E,  Bullinger  presented  a 
report  for  the  Committee  on  Courses  of 
Study  which  automatically  was  placed  on 
the  table  for  consideration  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Senate, 

v.  ■_<..       Under  the  heading  if  reports  from 
Special  Committees,  Prof,  C0E,  Bullinger 
reported  for  a  committee  having  been 
charged  with  an  investigation  of  the 
regulations  surrounding  courses  bearing 
the  400  numbers*   The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee, which  is  on  file  in  the  Office  of 
the  Registrar,  was  as  follows; 

The  400  courses  consist  of  a  com- 
bination of  upper  class  and  graduate 
work.   Since  they  may  be  taken  by  gradu- 
ate students  for  credit  towards  advanced 
degrees,  they  should  be  graduate  courses 
in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.   In  the  last 
analysis  whether  they  are  or  not  can  be 
judged  only  on  a  subjective  basis  by 
each  department  and  school.   Your  com- 
mittee believes  that  this  is  understood 
by  most  of  the  members  of  the  faculty,, 
However,  there  have  be.en  many  new  faculty 
appointed  during  the  past  several  years, 
and  there  appear  to  be  some  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  existing  regulations 
and  policy.   For  this  reason  your  commit- 
tee recommends  that  all  faculty  members 
be  advised  through  the  Bulletin  of  the 
regulations  and  policy  now  in  force. 

Specifically  your  committee  affirms 
the  present  regulations  which  require 
that  : 

K 

1.   The  number  of  graduate  credits 
in  400  courses  be  limited  in  accordance 


with  existing  regulations  of  the  Graduate 
School  and  that  a  grade  of  2  or  better 
be  required  for  passing,  if  the  course 
is  to  be  applied  for  an  advanced  degree, 

2  o   The  400  courses  require  a  mini"* 
mum  of  six  credits  of  prerequisite  sub- 
jects, 

3.   A  minimum  of  Junior  standing  be 
required  for  admission  to  400  courses. 

Your  committee  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  College  regula- 
tion which  requires  a  curriculum  to  in- 
clude 400  numbered  courses  as  a  part  of 
the  requirements  for  the  bachelor's  de- 
gree.  Courses  appearing  in  the  Junior  or 
Senior  years  of  a  curriculum  should  not 
be  numbered  400  unless  they  are  clearly 
of  an  undergraduate-graduate  character,. 
The  committee  recommends  that  all  depart- 
ments examine  the  content  of  existing  400 
courses  to  determine  whether  they  are  of 
graduate  caliber.   Such  as  are  not  of 
such  character  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Senate  Course  of  Study  Committee  with 
recommendations  for  renumbering* 

Your  committee  further  recommends 
that  all  proposed  400  courses  submitted 
to  the  Course  of  Study  Committee  be 
transmitted  to  the  Graduate  Faculty  for 
action  prior. to  final  considerat icn» 

Finally  your  committee  recommends 
that  items  1  and  2  be  included  in  the 
regulations  of  the  Graduate  School  and 
item  3  be  included  in  the  Regulations  for 
undergraduate  students. 

The  last  two  paragraphs  of  the  re- 
port were  recommendations  and  were  tabled 
for  consideration  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Senate.   After  some  discussion  the 
remainder  of  the  report  was  adopted, 

Dr,  Robert  F.  Dengler,  chairman  of 
a  Special  Senate  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  study  the  metho'd  by  which 
the  restrictions  of  probation  might  be 
enforced  submitted  the  following  rephra- 
sing wf  the  last  paragraph  of  rule  105 
of  the  Regulations  for  Undergraduate  Stu- 
dents, edition  1947—48  as  presented  at 
the  Senate  meeting  of  November  6,  1947 
and  revised  at  the  Senate  meeting  of 
December  4,  1947, 

The  enforcement  of  these  restrictions 
is  committed  to  the  committees  and  other 
agencies  in  charge  of  the  respective  stu- 
dent activities  and  to  the  Deans  of  the 
Schools  in  which  the  students  are  regis- 
tered . 

Rule  105  now  reads: 

A  student  who  is  on  probation  through 
action,  of  the  College  or  one  of  its  Schools 
shall  net  be  eligible  to  participate  -in 
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At  the  time  probation  is  imposed 
the  Registrar  shall  furnish  the  student 
with  a  copy  of  these  restrictions. 

The  enforcement  of  these  restric- 
tions is  committed  to  the  committees  and 
other  agencies  in  charge  of  the  respec- 
tive student  activities  and  to  the  Deans 
of  the  Schools  in  which  the  students  are 
registered.

The  recommendation  was  on  motion 
adopted  » 

The  Secretary  also  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Senate  two  items  which 
had  been  presented  at  the  December  meet- 
ing and  which  should  have  been  brought 
to  the  Senate  for  final  consideration  at 
the  January  meeting.   The  first  was  a 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards  recommending  that: 

For  purposes  of  probation  and  of  the 
operation  of  the  50%  rule  12  weeks  of 
resident  study  in  Summer  Session  with  a 
minimum  of  twelve  credits  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  semester.   (Nothing  in  this 
regulation  shall  be  construed  as  modi- 
fying the  regulations  set  forth  in  rules 
31-"3  inclusive^  ) 

The  recommendation  wa  s  adopted  and 
will  be  properly  inserted  in  the  Regula- 
tions affecting  undergraduate  students.

A  new  building  program  that  would 
add  3  new  structures  and  wings  to  2  other 
buildings  moved  closer  to  reality  last 
week  when  the  State  Department  of  Proper- 
ty and  Supplies  announced  receipt  of  low 
bids  totaling  $4,460,123, 

Low  bids  were:   Mineral  Industries 
Building,  $904,260;  Classroom  Building, 
$851,712;  Plant  Industries  Building, 
$844,936;  addition  to  Recreation  Build- 
ing, $1,126/024;  and  additions  to 
Mechanical  Engineering  Laboratory, 
$733,247. 

According  to  plans  drawn  for  the 
buildings,  all  will  be  of  red  brick  with 
limestone  trim. 

The  Mineral'  Industries  unit  to  be 
constructed  west  of  the  present  Mineral 
Industries  Building,  will  house  shops 
and  research  laboratories,  providing 
space  for  an  enlarged  Mineral  Industries 
Experiment  Station. 

The  Classroom  Building  will  be 


erected  between  the  Armory  and  the  pres— 
end  Mineral  Industries  Building,  facing 
Pollock  Road.   It  will  have  a  capacity 
of  1500  students.   The  ground  floor  will 
house  administrative  offices  including 
the  Registrar,  College  Examiner,  and"  ' 
Bursar.   The  building  would  be  used  for 
registration  at  the  beginning  of  semesters. 

Plant  Industries  Building  will  house 
the  departments  of  agronomy  and  horti- 
culture, will  include  drafting  rooms, 
classrooms,  laboratories,  and  offices. 
It  will  be  built  on  a  site  southeast  of 
the  junction  of  Shortlidge  and  Curtin 
Roads,  and  will  face  Shortlidge  Road. 

A  south  wing  to  Recreation  Building 
will  provide  a  swimming  pool  for  men,  a 
gymnasium,  classrooms,  and  shower  and 
locker  facilities. 

North  and  south  wings  to  Mechanical 
Engineering  Laboratory  will  house  computa- 
tion rooms,  testing  laboratories,  and 
office  s .

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  -MEETING  OF  APRIL  ■!/  1948 


The  College  Sehate  met  at  4;10  peVn-j 
en  April  1,  1948  in  Roorn'  121  Sparks 
Building.  Mr*  A.O,  Morse  presiding.   The 
list  of  members  present  is  on  file  'in  the 
Office  of  the  Registrar.   The  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  were  not  read  since  they, 
had  been  printed  in  the  Faculty  Bulletins 
for  March  8  and  15,  1948,.   Under  communi- 
cations from  College"  Of ficer s  a  letter 
was  read  from  Mr.  W.P.  Lewis,  College  . 
Librarian,  stating  that  Mr.  Ralph  W, 
McComb,  Associate  College  Librarian, 
would  represent  him  at  the  meetings  of 
the  College  Senate.   A  letter  from  Act- 
ing President,  Jame  s  Milholland  )    address- 
ed to  Dr.  B.V.  Moore  as  chairman  of  the 
College  Senate  Committee  on  Committe.es 
was  likewise  read.   In  that  letter  Act- 
ing President  Milholla'hd  stated  that  he 
had  approved  the-  appointment  of  Prof. 
C.C.  Wright  to  the.  Committee  on  Commit- 
tees to  fill  a  vacancy  which  had  been 
caused  by  the  fact  that  Dr,  Gauger  was 
to  be  on  leave  of  absence.   Likewise, 
President  Milholland  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  Prof.  E,F,  Osborn  to  fill 
the  vacancy  on  the  Committee  on  Military 
Instruction  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Prof.  Kenneth  W.  Smith. 

The  Acting  Secretary  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  list  of  members 
elected  by  each  School  of  the  College  for 
the  next  academic  year  was  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  secretary  of  the  Senate,  in 
accordance  with  College  regulations,  so 
that  an  announcement  of  the  members  so 
elected  could  be  made  at  the  May  meeting 
of  the  College  Senate, 

At  the  request  of  Prof.  Victor 
Beede,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards ,  the  Acting  Secretary 
reported  that  the  committee  had  no  items 
of  business  to  present  at  this  time. 

Prof.  C.E.  Bullinger,  chairman  of 
the  Committ.ee  on  Courses  of  Study,  presen- 
ted a  report  -for  his  committee  'which  is 
on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  and 
which,  in  accordance  with  Senate'  regula- 
tions, will  lie  on  the  ta'ble  for  one  month. 

Under  the  heading  of  unfinished 
business  Prof.  E.W.  Callenbach>  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Calendar,  moved  that 
the  report  of  his  committee  as  presented 
last  month  be  adopted.   According  to  this 
recommendation  election  day  in  November 
1948  was  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  holiday 
by  the  College.  .  This  motion,  after  being 
duly  seconded,  was  carried  by  vote  of 
the  Senate . 

Profc  N.R.  Sparks  rai.sed  the  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  a  quo-rum  was  present,. 
The  Chair  ruled  unless  further  question 
in  regard  to  the  matter  was  raised  that  a 
quorum  was  present. 

Also  under  the  heading  of  unfinished 
business,  Dr.  R.E.  Dengler,  chairman  of 


the  Committee  on  Rules,  moved  that  the 
report  that  he  had  presented  at  the  March 
meeting  of  the  -Senate  be  taken  from  the 
table.   This  report  contained  recommen- 
dations presented  by,  Mr.  R.V.  Watkins, 
College  Scheduling  Officer,  to  Mr,.  Wm,  S« 
Hoffman,  Secretary  of  the  College  Senate, 
and  by  him  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,   It  was  then  moved  and  seconded 
that  the  recommendations  covering  the 
rules  in  question  be^ adopted.   Before  a 
final  vote  was  taken,  Dr.  Dengler  moved 
that  Rule  22  of  the ' report  be  amended  by- 
omitting  the  phrase  "save  in  extraordiT, 
nary  cases."   Rule  22  as  stated  in  the  re- 
port was  worded  as  f ollows  :  —  "If  a  student 
drops  or  adds  a  subject,  the  change  must 
be  made",  save  in  extra-ordinary  cases, 
within  a  week  of  the  beginning  of  the 
semester."   The  Chair  ruled  unless  there 
wa s  an  objection  that  Rule  22  as  amended 
would  come  up  for  vote  when  the  report  as 
a  whole  was  being  considered.   Dr.  Ha.dley 
.Waters  moved  that  Rule  27  of  the  report 
be   amended  by  omitting  the  last  sen- 
tence.  Rule  27  of  the  report  was  stated 
in  the  following  words;-  "In  those  ex-  ' 
ceptional  cases  where  a  student  is  per- 
mitted to  drop  a  subject  after  the  first 
week  of  a  semester,  for  reasons  not  due  to 
.poor  scholarship,  the  School  in  which  he 
is  enrolled  may  authorize  the  dropping 
"without  penalty,"  in  which  case  the 
instructor  teaching  the  subject  shall  not 
report  a  grade  (WB),   If  the  instructor 
by  mistake  report's  a  grade  (WB),  the 
Registrar  shall  disregard  the  report." 
Again  since  there  was  no  objection,  Rule 
27  was  to  be  considered  by  the  Senate 
with  the  last  sentence  being  omitted  from 
it. 

A  general  discussion  then  followed 
regarding  the  advisability  of  changing. 
Rules  22,  23,  and  26  as  they  appeared  in 
the  report.   The  recommendations  as  em- 
bodied in  these  rules  were  to  the  effect 
that  one  week  rather  than  two  weeks  im*8 
mediately  after  the  opening  of  a  semester 
was  to  b"e  the  period  of  time  during  which 
a  student  might  drop  or  add  'a  subject  from 
his  schedule.   It  was  moved  to  amend  these 
rules  as  stated  in  the  report  by  changing 
the  wording  so  that  two  weeks  instead  of 
.one  week 'Should  fix  the  time  limitation. 
The  amendment  was  carried  by  vote  of  the 
College  Senate,

At  the  meeting  on  April  2,  1948,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees approved  the  establishment  of  a  Division  of  Intermediate  Registration  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Council  of  Administration. 

Following  is  the  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Council  which  was  approved  by 
the  Trustee  s :

It    Problem 

The  broad  problem  confronting  the  faculty  and  administration  of  The 
Pennsylvania  State  College  is  that  of  establishing  the  most  appropriate 
means  of  managing  student  cases  of: 

A.   Confusion  as  to  educational  objectives  following  a  period  of  regis- 
tration in  a  specific  curriculum. 

B0   Low-grade  scholastic  performance  preventing  continuance  in  a  particular 
curriculum, 

II,    Problem  Considerations 

A,   It  is  assumed  that  all  students  having  made  decisions  to  enter  various- 
curricula  and  whose  scholastic  performances  are  such  as  to  warrant  con- 
tinuance will  proceed  according  to  present  plans, 

B«   It  should  al3o  be  assumed  that  problem  cases  as  outlined  require  a  well 
organized  program  for  their  consideration  because; 

1»   Each  case  of  student  maladjustment  requires  individual  treatment  ac- 
cording to  needs, 

2,  The  student  in  accepting  the  privileges  of  admission  has  an  obligation 
to  make  the  most  of  his  opportunities. 

3,  The  College  in  granting  admission  to  a  student  has  an  obligation  to 
provide  the  best  possible  means  of  correcting  student  maladjustments  be- 
cause the  College  itself  will  often  be  found  contributory  to  the  trouble- 
some situations, 

4,  Problems  of  student  maladjustment  have  far-reaching  family  and  social 
connections  involving  the  general  welfare  and  public  relationships,

The  admission  of  students  to  the  Division  of  Intermediate"  Registration 
should  depend  on  whether  or  not  the  student  concerned  gives  evidence,  in 
the  judgment  of  those  familiar  with  the  case,  of  "being  a  good  candidate 
for  remedial  treatment,   Specifically,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Division  of  Intermediate  Registration  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  De'an 
concerned  and  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Division. 

2C   Time  Limit  of  Enrollment 

As  a  part  of  the  admission  procedures  to  the  Division  of  Intermediate 
Registration,  a  student  should  be  advised  as  to  the  length  of  time  (net 
tc  exceed  two  semesters)  available  to  him  as  a  registrant  in  the  Division, 
and  that  at  the  end  of  this  time  he  must  terminate  his  connection  with 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College  unless  he  has  been  accepted  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree  in  a  specified  curriculum, 

3,  Course    Selections 

While  enrolled  in  the  Division  of  Intermediate  Registration  the  selection 
of  courses  need  not  necessarily  follow  curriculum  requirements,  but  should 
be  made  in  the  light  of  the  needs  of  the  student  for  basic,  exploratory 
and  remedial  work.   The  number  of  courses  attempted  and  the  combination 
should  be  the  subject  of  considered  judgment  by  the  Director  of  the  Divi- 
sion and  others  concerned  with  the  program  of  the  particular  student, 

4,  College    Credit 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  most  courses  taken  by  students  while  in  this 
Division  would  carry  regular  college  credit.   As  a  part  of  the  admission 
procedure,  however,  it  should  be  very  thoroughly  explained  to  students 
that  courses  may  be  counted  toward  a  degree  only  if  they  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  curriculum  in  which  the  student  may  subsequently  be  en- 
rolled.  It  also  should  be  pointed  out  that  it  may  require  longer  than 
the  usual  length  of  time  to  graduate  from  college  because  of  the  time 
used  fT  enrollment  in  the  Division  of  Intermediate  Registration. 

50   College  Activities 

Subject  to  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  College  Senate  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  Division  of  Intermediate  Registration  should  have 
the  same  privileges  in  college  activities  as  other  students  unless  a  study 
of  the  individual  case  of  a  student  reveals  that  certain  specified  limita- 
tions should  be  imposed  by  the  Director  of  the  Division,   Registration  in 
this  Division  should  be  regarded  as  an  opportunity  and  not  as  a  penalty.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  MAY  6,  1948 


The  College  Senate  met  at  4:10  p.m. 
on  May  6,  1948  in  Room  121  Sparks  Build- 
ing, Mr,  A.O,  M0rse  presiding.   The  list 
of  members  present  is  on  file  in  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Registrar.   The  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  were  not  read  since  they 
had  been  printed  in  the  Faculty  Bulletins 
for  April  5  and  12,  1948. 

The  secretary  announced  that  he  had 
received  lists  of  senators  elected  by 
four  schools  as  follows:   Education,  Engi- 
neering, the  Liberal  Arts,  and  Mineral 
Industries  but  that  he  had  not  received 
lists  from  the  other  schools  of  the  Col- 
lege.  Prof.  Werner  of  the  School  of  the 
Liberal  Arts  stated  that  to  the  best  of 
his  knowledge  the  School  of  Mineral  In- 
dustries had  not  held  a  faculty  meeting 
during  the  past  academic  year  and,  there- 
fore, the  list  as  submitted  by  the  school 
could  not  represent  a  group  of  senators 
which  had  been  elected  by  the  school.   On 
motion  of  Dr.  De'ngler  the  Senate  voted  to 
instruct  the  secretary  to  address  a  let- 
ter to  Dean  Steidle  stating  the  quest.ion 
raised  by  Prof.  Werner  and  pointing  out 
to  the  Dean  the  constitutional  procedure 
to  be  followed  by  the  several  schools  in 
electing  members  of  the  Senate. 

The  secretary  announced  that  annual, 
reports  of  the  standing  committees  of 
the  Senate  would  be  due  at  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Senate  in  duplicate. 

Prof.  Beede,  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Academic  Standards,  presented  a 
report   in  three  parts.   The  f ir st _ recom- 
mended the  acceptance  of  five  senior  year 
transfer  credits  for  Jules  Steinberg  pro- 
vided the  credits  are'  satisfactory  to  the 
School  concerned  and  to  the  College  Ex- 
aminer's Office.   The  second  recommended 
that  Robert  A.  Me  lima n  be  permitted  to 
use  credits  earned'  at  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  in  Summer  Session  1940  in 
meeting  final  residence  requirements. 
The  Senate  voted  to  approve  these  recom- 
mendations.  The  third  recommended  an 
addition  to  the  minimum  standards  for 
college  action  in  cases  of  scholarship 
deficiencies.   The  third  recommendation 
is  as  follows:

placed  on  probation  by  the  College  for 
the  subsequent  semester  and  shall  be  noti- 
fied to  this  effect  by  the  Registrar, 
Such  action  shall  be  entered  upon  the  of- 
ficial college  record  of  the  'student. 
Notification  shall  also  be  given  to  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  the  stiid.eht. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  these 
actions,  if  courses  failed  have  been  re- 
peated,- the  final  grade  shall  be'  substi- 
tuted for  the  first.   However,  no  failing 
grades  shall  be  deleted  from  the  student's 
transcript  0 

There  was  a  considerable  discussion 
of  the  various  parts  of  the  recommendation 
but  no  action  was  taken  other  than  to 
table  it  for  action  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Senate.   The  complete  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Aoademic  Standards  is  on 
file  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 

Prof.  Bullinger,  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Courses  of  Study,  announced  that 
his  report  for  May  was  in  the  faculty  mail 
and  asked  that  it  be  tabled  for  considera- 
tion at  the  June  meeting,  which  action  is 
automatic.

The    following    information    concerning    grants-in-aid    for    research    has    been    pre- 
pared   by    Dr.    R,    Adams    Dutcher,    chairman    of    the    Council    on   Research: 


"The    College    budget    for    the    next    fis- 
cal   year   will    include    an    item   designated 
as    the    "Central    Fund    for    Research."       This 
fund    is    administered    by   the.    Council    on 
Research.       It    is  to    be    used    primarily    to 
promote    fundamental   research    throughout 
the    College,    funds    for    the    support    of    ap- 
plied   research   being    more    readily    avail- 
able   from    other    sources.       It    is    intended 
that    this    fund    shall    be    used    for    the 
support    of    creative    studies    in    the    social

COLLEGE  GIVEN  400-ACRE  ESTATE  NEAR  ERIE;  WILL  OPEN  NEW  CENTER 


A  400-acre  estate  in  Erie  County, 
worth  more  than  a  half  million  dollars, 
has  been  received  as  a  gift  by  the  College 
and  will  become  a  new  center  of  education. 

The  tract,  named  Glenhill,  is  seven 
miles  from  Erie.   Negotiations  were  made 
through  J.  Orvis  Keller,  assistant  to 
the  president  in  charge  of  extension. 

The  donor,  Mr,  Keller  said,  is  Mrs. 
Mary  p.  Behrend,  widow  of  Ernst  R, 
Behrend,  a  founder  of  Hammermill  paper 
Co.   In  memory  of  the  philanthropist,  the 
new  campus  will  be  named  the  Behrend 
Center  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College 
in  Erie, 

The  new  center  will  open  in  the  Fall 
and  between  100  and  200  freshmen  will  be 
assigned  to  it.   Meanwhile,  $50,000  will 
be  spent  to  convert  homes  and  buildings 
on  the  estate  into  nine  classrooms,  three 
laboratories,  a  library,  cafeteria,  dis- 
pensary, student  lounge,  and  11  faculty 
apartment  s  » 

Penn  State  will  establish  an  Insti- 
tute of  Modern  Languages  and  a  Day 
Technical  Institute  on  the  new  campus. 
The  Evening  Teohnical  Center  and  Veterans 
Guidance  Center  will  remain  in  Erie, 

The  new  campus  will  offer  all  of 
Penn  State's  courses  of  study  except 


forestry,  architecture,  and  architec- 
tural engineering, 

Mrs,  Behrend 's  gift  made  possible 
an  educational  center  proposed  two  years 
ago  by  J,  Elmer  Reed,  Erie  attorney,  and 
supported  by  many  citizens  of  that  city, 
James  Milholland,  acting  president  of 
the  College  said. 

The  College  will  continue  its  co- 
operative arrangement  with  Gannon  Col- 
lege, Erie,   and  will  admit  students 
from  that  area  to  Gannon,  if  they  so 
elect,  Dean  of  Admissions  William  S, 
Hoffman  said.   Successful  completion  of 
the  first  year  at  either  place  will 
guarantee  sophomore  standing  at  the  Col- 
lege * 

Representatives  of  the  Behrend  es- 
tate, in  commenting  on  the  gift,  descri- 
bed it  as  "a  continuation  of  the  philan- 
thropy and  interest  in  the  development  of 
the  life  of  the  community  so  clearly 
demonstrated  by  Mr.  Behrend  in  his  life- 
time ," 

Ernst   Behrend  came  to  Erie  in  the 
1890's  as  one  of  the  founders  of  Hammer- 
mill  Paper  Co.   From  then,  until  his 
death  in  September,  1940,  he  was  active 
in  projects  designed  to  help  improve  the 
city--  the  community  chest,  St.  Vincent's 
Hospital  and  creation  of  educational 
opportunities  for  young  people. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  JUNE  3,  1948 


The  College  Senate  met  at  4:10  p.m.

Accompanying  Dean 
Steidle' s  letter  was  a  minute  adopted  by 
the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Mineral  In- 
dustries on  April  30,  1940  as  follows: 

New  Procedure  for  Choosing  Non— Ex— 
Officio  Members  of  The  Senate: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  memhership 
in  the  College  Senate  is  considered  "both 
an  honor  and  a  duty  and  that  such  special 
Services  to  the  College  should  he  shared 
by  all  members  of  the  faculty,  it  is  felt 
that  some  automatic  system  for  choosing 
the  non-ex— of ficio  members  of  the  Senate 
is  necessary.   The  present  method  of 
election  is  quite  unsatisfactory  in  that 
only  a  limited  few  are  usually  repeated- 
ly chosen.   Since  the  College  Senate  is 
the  governing  body  of  the  College,  all 
members  of  the  faculty  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  observing  and  taking  part 
in  its  proceedings  at  some  time  or 
another*   In  order  to  make  this  possible, 
the  following  procedure  is  suggested:  — 

1»   The  non— ex-of ficio  members  of 
the  College  Senate  shall  be  chosen  on  a 
basis  of  seniority;  that  is,  the  members 
of  the  faculty  with  the  longest  period 
of  service  to  the  College  and  who  have 
not  been  members  .of  the  Senate  previously, 
shall  be  chosen  first, 

2.   For  those  members  of  the  faculty 
who  have  served  on  the  Senate  previously, 
the  individuals  with  the  longest  elap3ed 
time  of  non-service  shall  be  eligible 
first. 

3»   If  under  (l)  or  (2)  two  or  more 
individuals  are  equally  eligible,  the 
choices  shall  be  in  alphabetical  order. 

4,  The  order  of  eligibility  shall 
be  that  given  above  (l,  2,  3). 

5.  In  order  to  be  eligible  an  indi- 
vidual must  have  been  a  regular  member  of 
the  College  faculty  for  at  least  two  years 

6»  The  maximum  period  of  continuous 
membership  shall  be  one  academic  year.

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the 
secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Phblic 
Oocasions  as  follows: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Fublic  Occasions  held  on  Thursday,  May 
2  0,  1948,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and 
carried  to  recommend  to  the  Senate  that 
there  be  established  an  Honors  Day, 

Although  it  was  not  part  of  the  of- 
ficial motion,  it  is  my  understanding' 
that  the  purposes  of  this  day  would  be 
to    publicly  X'e  ocguxze    those    sintdent  S  who 


have  won  high  honors  during  the  current 
£ear  and  *&ii  givgnpublic  recognition  to 
the  value  of  high  scholarship. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee 
■was  on  motion  adopted  and  is  on  file  in 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar, 

Dr.  Dengler,  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  presented  a  report 
rephrasing  Rule  13  of  the  Regulations  for 
Undergraduate  Students,  edition  1947-48 
which  rule  was  referred  to  the  committee 
at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Senate,   Rule 
13  as  rephrased,  and  recommended  for 
adoption  hy  the  Senate,  is  as  follows: 

Any  course  in  this  College  shall  he 
open  to  any  student  possessing  the 
scholastic  prerequisites.   Priority,  in 
case  of  over-crowding,  shall  he  given  to 
the  students  in  order  of  semester  rank, 
it  heing  understood  that,  within  the 
semester  rank,  those  for  whom  the  course 
is  a  currioular  requirement  will  he 
given  preference.   And  for  no  other 
reason  shall  students  he  excluded  from  a 
specific  course  except  those  whose  physi- 
cal limitations  make  impossible  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  required  by  the 
actual  cdurse  in  question.   In  R^O,T,C# 
subjects  certain  legal  and  War  Depart- 
ment requirements  must  be  met.   This 
regulation  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
operate  to  violate  any  agreement  made  by 
the  College  relating  to  work  supported 
by  Smith-Hughes  or  other  special  funds. 

On  motion  the  Senate  voted  to  ap- 
prove the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Rules,   The  report  i3  on  file  in  the 
Office  of  the  Registrar,

Included  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  was  a  paragraph  reading 
as  follows  which  was  essentially  a  recom- 
mendation: 

Steps  were  taken  toward  a  codifica- 
tion of  the  existing  Regulations  for 
Undergraduate  Students,  each  member  of 
the  committee  of  five  members  having 
taken  for  study  an  assigned  one-fifth  of 
the  booklet.   Even  if  time  had  been 
available,  however,  for  this  task  -  on 
the  part  of  the  individuals  as  well  as 
on  the  part  of  the  committee  in  its 
entirety  -  this  could  not,  as  becomes 
increasingly  plain,  have  been  a  satis- 
factory job*   What  is  needed,  and  this 
the  committee  as  a  whole  unanimously 
recommends,  is  the  release  of  some 
qualified  individual,  from  other  academic 
or  administrative  duties,  for  at  least 
a  semester^  in  or  day  that  time  and  op- 
portunity may  be  provided  to  interview 
all  bodies,  departments,  individuals,  or 
other  units,  directly  or  indirectly  con- 
cerned with  the  various  regulations. 
This  person,  acting  with  the  Committee  on

The    question    of    the    non-ex-of f icio   mem- 
bers   of    the    Senate    of    the    School    of 
Mineral    Industries  was    then   placed   be- 
fore   the    Senate.

COMMITTEE    REPORT    ON   THE    METHOD

On    May    1,    1939    the    faculty    of    the 
School    of    Mineral    Industries    tentatively 
adopted    an   automatically    rotating    plan 
for    choosing    non-ex— of f icio   members    of 
the    College    Senate,       It    was    the    de- 
cision   of    the    faculty    at    that    time    that 
the    method    be    tried    for    one    year   before 
considering    its    permanent    adoption. 

Since    the    time    for    choosing    a    new 
group    of    senators    is    at    hand,    your    com- 
mittee,   in    order    to    gather    facts   upon 
which    it    might    base    its    recommendations, 
made    a    survey    of    the    opinion    of    the    last 
group    of    chosen    senators    concerning    (a) 
the    effectiveness    of    the    new    plan;     (b  ) 
the    manner    in   which   the    operation    of    the 
Senate    affects    this    plan.      The    following 
questions  were    asked: 

1*      Did   you    get    anything    out    of 
being    senator? 

2,  Would    it    be    advantageous    to    you 
or  would    it    increase    your   usefulness    if 
you   were    to    serve    a    second    year? 

3,  Should    one    year    of    service    in 
the    senate    be    a    prerequisite    for    committee 
service? 

4,  Is    the    present    method    of    choos- 
ing   senators    satisfactory? 

With   the    exception    of    one    individual, 
who   was    a   member    of    a    senate    oommittee, 
all    felt    that    there   was    very    little    point 
to    being    a    member    of    the    Senate.       Practi- 
cally  all    of    the    Senate   work    is    done    in 
.cvymmittee ,    and    although    the    meetings    of 
the    Senate    as    a   whole    are    necessary,    they 
are    usually    a   waste    of   time    to    those 
individuals  who    have    not    had    an    active 
part    in  the    matters   brought    before    that 
body.

All  individuals  questioned,  with  the 
exception  of  one,  stated  that,  in  general, 
it  would  not  be  advantageous  to  them  nor 
increase  their  usefulness  if  they  were  to 
be  chosen  a  second  year.   A  longer  period 
of  service  was  recommended  by  one  indivi- 
dual but  it  is  felt  that  such  a  procedure 
would  require  an  excessive  length  of  time 
for  a  complete  cycle  through  the  faculty 
roster,   (Example;   about  twenty  years  "r 
for  a  two-year  terra  for  the  Mineral  In- 
dustries faculty.) 
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The  present  method  of  choosing  sena- 
tors seems  to  meet  with  general  approval 
exoept  for  the  one  suggestion  of  a  longer 
period  of  service.   It  has  already  been 
pointed  out  that  excessively  long  periods 
of  time  would  be  required  to  complete  a 
cycle  through  the  faculty  roster.   Since 
one  of  the  thoughts  behind  this  new  sys- 
tem of  choosing  senators  is  to  allow  all 
faculty  members  to  observe  and  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  College  Senate 
at  some  time  or  another,  a  longer  period 
of  service  would  defeat  this  purpose, 

I.   In  view  of  the  above  considera- 
tions, the  committee  recommends  that  the 
present  plan  of  automatically  choosing 
senators  be  adopted  as  a  permanent  pro- 
cedure , 
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The  committee  therefore  recommends 
that  the  Senate  be  invited  to  give  con- 
sideration   to    the    above    opinions.
